The Superintending School Committee 


DISTRICT NO. 1, 


C. N. Healey, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term taught by Miss C. A, Churchill of Deerfield. A large 
school. The teacher evidently tried to do her best, but undertook 
too great a task for one of her age and experience. She had the 
good will of her scholars. There were 45 scholars present at the 
close of the term. Some improvement was made. The declamations 
were very good. 

Winter term taught by B. B. Thompson of Deerfield, an experi- 
enced teacher, who did not succeed et once in gaining the love and 
good will of all those entrusted to his charge. Good improvement 
was made in the branches taught. The order was not all that could 
be desired. Method of discipline worse. The school came to a sud- 
_ den termination at the end of fourteen weeks. It was recommenced 
by RK. H. Perkins of Exeter, and is making satisfactory progress at 
the present time. The term will continue several weeks. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


B, L. Jones, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term taught by Miss Mary L. Marston of North Hamp- 
ton, At the first visit of your committee, the order was not of the 
first class, but had improved very much at the close. The exercises 
were prompt and in order. A good feeling was perceptible between 
teacher and scholars. Much credit is due the citizens of the district 
for their presence at the examination. Good improvement was made. 

Winter term taught by Sumuel W. Hoyt, an experienced teacher, 
who had a happy faculty of getting along easy. Not being of a 
nervous temperament, small discords did not trouble him. The 
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schoo] was not very quiet at the first, ard less so at the last. There 
were thirty-one scholars present at the close, who acquitted them- | 
selves well. More energy would secure better order. and make the 
school more profitable. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Ww. H. Jewell, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term taught by Miss Martha M. Cate of Northwood, a 

well tried and active teacher. The pupils appeared cheerful, quiet 
and prompt. A good and thorough improvement was made in all 
the branches taught. <A perfect success. 
* Winter term taught by R, H. Perkins of Exeter, who at once suc- 
ceeded in gaining the confidence of his pupils, and continued to hold 
it during the term. ‘This school has made a marked progress; not 
only this term, but for the past two years. There were twenty visi- 
tors present at the examination. Let those of other districts follow 
their example, and visit the schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


B.S. Jenness, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term taught by Miss Mary P. Haskell of Salem, Mass., 
who labored hard to devise some method by which to emplov her 
time for the benefit of the small school,-—both in number and stature. 
Much to be regretted, the scholars were very irregular in attendance 
during the term; sometimes but two being present for the day. 
Good disciplme and good improvement were manifest. A good 
teacher, | 

Winter term taught by M. A. Drake of Rye, a young man of good 
qualifications, but no experience in teaching. The prospects of the 
school were most flattering at the commencement, having nearly 
twenty scholars, but they were very irregular in attendance, not even 
one-half being there at the roll call each day. There were three 
scholars present at the last visit of your committee, who braved the 
fearful storms of time, and passed an examination creditable to their 
parents, teacher, and to themselves. Thinking their names worthy 
of notice, we give them: Miss Jennie Hayes, Miss Mary S. Rollins. 
and Master Joseph Holt; three brave little students. 

Employ teachers of age, animation and experience. 

REMARKS. 


Irregularity of attendance is one great evil in our schools. It schol- 
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ars are absent, they cannot be expected to make proficency in their 
studies. The agency of districts cannot be too careful in the selec- 
tion of teachers, and should procure those, if possible, of reasonable 
age, who have some knowledge of the arduous duty and responsibil- 
ity resting upon them. Parents and guardians should take more in- 
terest. Their visits to the school-room should be more frequent, 
and their children more punctual, that the teacher may see how great 
a regard is felt for the welfare, prosperity and success of the school.
